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PREFACE 


This  Manual  of  Sacred  Song  has  been  prepared  with  express  reference  to 
the  wants  of  the  people  worshipping  God,  either  in  the  Sanctuary,  the  Prayer  and 
Conference  Meeting,  or  at  the  Family  Altar. 

The  Editor  has  had  access  to  extensive  materials  in  Poetry  as  in  Music  ; 
and  has  endeavored  to  bring  together  into  this  single  work  the  most  valuable 
Hymns  and  Tunes  of  ancient  and  of  modern  times  : — hymns  rich  in  sentiment,  as 
well  as  dignified  in  style  ;  —  music  pleasing  in  melody,  as  well  as  correct  in  har- 
mony ; — such,  indeed,  as  the  .people  love  to  sing. 

The  Hymns  will  be  found  to  cover  the  leading  doctrines  of  Christianity,  and 
to  meet  the  various  conditions  of  our  Christian  life  and  culture,  and  the  different 
occasions,  whether  public,  social^  civil,  private,  sad  or  joyous,  on  which  men  meot 
to  worship  God.  An  unusual  number  of  them,  however,  refer  to  Christ  and  his 
offices,  and  to  the  Holy  Spirit  as  manifest  in  the  work  of  missions,  in  revivals, 
and  the  extension  of  the  Church.  It  is  hoped,  therefore, that  the  work  will  prove 
eminently  devotional,  inspiring  and  practical. 

New  times  develope  new  phases  of  i-eligious  experience ;  new  plans,  new 
fields  of  action ;  and  these,  in  turn,  demand  new  hymns,  new  music,  new  life, 
new  beauty. 

Good  compilations  in  psalmody  and  hymnology  are  now  before  the  churches; 
but  the  churches  are  advancing,  and  thus,  are  needing  better  ones  ;  they  call 
for  thenf;  and  hence,  this  fresh  effort  to  select  the  "best  from  the  best,"  in  order 
to  meet  this  want  so  naturally,  so  deeply  felt ; — so  earnestly  expressed. 

Much  of  the  matter  in  this  book,  includmg  Hymns  as  well  as  Tunes  is 
copyright  property,  and  is  here  printed  by  consent  of  the  proprietors,  with- 
out whose  authority  it  cannot  be  published. 

To  such  persons  as  have,  by  furnishing  hymns  or  tunes,  aided  him,  in  his 
laborious  undertaking,  the  Editor  would  tender  his  most  cordial  thanks ;  and 
would,  also,  express  the  hope  that  this  new  contribution  to  the  music  of  the  house 
of  God  may  serve  to  bring  many  voices  to  ascribe  still  loftier  praises  to  Immanu- 
si's  name  below,  and  also  help  tft  swell 

the  hymn  that  rolls  its  tide

3  The  various  months  Thy  goodness  crowns ; 

How  bounteous  are  Thy  ways! 
The  bleating  flocks  spread  o'er  the  downs, 
And  shepherds  shout  Thy  praise. 
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1  Sat,  who  is  she  that  looks  abroad 
Like  the  sweet,  blushing  dawn. 
When  with  her  liviiiir  light  she  paints 
The  dew  drops  of  the  lawn  ? 
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2  Fair  as  the  moon,  when  in  the  skies 

Serene  her  throne  she  guides, 
And  o'er  the  twinkling  stars  supreme 
In  full-orbed  glory  rides; — 

3  Clear  as  the  svin,  when  from  the  east 

Without  a  cloud  he  springs, 
And  scatters  boundless  light  and  heat 
From  his  resplendent  wings ; — 

4  Tremendous  as  a  host,  that  moves 

Majestically  slow, 
With  banners  wide  displayed,  all  armed, 
All  ardent,  for  the  foe. 

5  This  is  the  Church,  by  Heaven  arrayed 

With  strength  and  grace  divine: 
Thus  shall  she  strike  her  foes  with  dread. 
And  thus  her  glories  shine. 
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1  Planted  in  Christ,  the  living  Vine, 

This  day  with  one  accord. 
Ourselves,  with  humble  faith  and  joy, 
We  yield  to  Thee,  0  Lord. 

2  Joined  in  one  body  may  we  be; 

One  inward  life  partake; 
One  be  our  heart;  one  heavenly  hope 
In  every  bosom  wake. 

3  In  prayer.  In  effort,  tears,  and  toils. 

One  Wisdom  be  our  guide; 
Taught  by  one  Spirit  from  above. 
In  Thee  may  we  abide. 

4  Then,  when  among  the  saints  in  light 

Our  joyful  spirits  shine. 
Shall  anthems  of  immortal  praise, 
0  Lamb  of  God,  be  Thine. 
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2  In  all  Thy  mercies  may  our  souls 

Thy  bounteous  goodness  see; 
Nor  let  the  gifts  Thy  grace  imparts 
Estrange  our  hearts  from  Thee. 

3  Teach  us  in  time  of  deep  distress, 

To  own  Thy  hand,  0  God! 
And  in  submissive  silence  learn 
The  lessons  of  Thy  rod. 

4  In  every  changing  scene  of  life, 

Whate'er  that  scene  may  be, 
Give  us  a  meek  and  humble  mind, 
A  mind  at  peace  with  Thee. 

5  Then  may  we  close  our  eyes  in  death, 

Free  from  disti-acting  care; 
For  death  is  life — and  labor  rest, 
If  Thou  art  with  us  there. 
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1  There's  nothing  round  this  spacious  earth 

That  suits  my  large  desire ; 
To  boundless  joy  and  solid  mirth

2  Where  pleasure  rolls  its  living  flood, 

From  sin  and  dross  refined, 
StiU  springmg  from  the  throne  of  God, 
And  fit  to  cheer  the  mind. 

3  The  almighty  Ruler  of  the  sphere. 

The  glorious  and  the  great. 
Brings  His  own  all-sufficience  there. 
To  make  our  bliss  complete. 

4  Had  I  the  pinions  of  a  dove, 

I'd  climb  the  heavenly  road ; 
There  sits  my  Saviour,  dressed  in  love. 
And  there  my  smiling  God. 
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1  Omt  Father!  through  the  coming  year 

We  know  not  what  shall  be ; 
But  we  would  leave  without  a  fear 
Its  ordering  all  to  Thee. 

2  It  may  be  we  shall  toil  in  vain 

For  what  the  world  holds  fair ; 
And  all  the  good  we  thought  to  gain. 
Deceive  and  prove  but  care. 

3  It  may  be  it  shall  darkly  blend 

Our  love  with  anxious  feai's. 
And  snatch  away  the  valued  friend. 
The  tried  of  many  years. 

4  It  may  be  it  shall  bring  us  days 

And  nights  of  lingering  pain ; 

And  bid  us  take  a  farewell  gaze

And  Thou  art  Perfect  Love. 
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1  0  Thou  whose  gently  chastening  hand 

In  mercy  deals  the  blow ! 
]\Iake  but  Thy  servant  understand 
Wherefore  Thou  layest  me  low. 

2  I  ask  Thee  not  the  rod  to  spare 

While  tlms  Thy  love  I  see; 
But  oh !  let  every  suifering  bear 
Some  message.  Lord,  from  Thee! 
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2  And  hark!  amid  the  sacred  songs 

Those  heavenly  voices  raise. 
Ten  thousand  thousand  infant  tongues 
Unite  in  perfect  praise. 

3  Those  are  the  hymns  that  we  shall  know. 

If  Jesus  we  obey. 
That  is  the  place  where  we  shall  go. 
If  found  in  wisdom's  way. 

4  Soon  will  our  earthly  race  be  run. 

Our  mortal  fi'ame  decay; 
Parents  and  children,  one  by  one. 
Must  die  and  pass  away. 

5  Great  God!  impress  this  serious  thought, 

This  day,  on  every  breast; 
That  both  the  teachers  and  the  taught 
May  enter  to  thy  rest. 
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1  In  times  of  peril,  pain  and  strife. 

My  Lord,  I  trust  in  Thee — 
And  then  the  ills  that  checker  life 
Are  made  all  sweet  to  me. 

2  There's  not  a  cloud  that  darkling  hangs 

But  hides  a  beauteous  sky ; 
And  when  I  feel  life's  bitterest  pangs 
I  know  Thyhand  is  nigh. 

3  Submission  to  Thy  holy  wdl 

Whenever  son-ow  springs, 
I'll  meekly  bow — for  o'er  me  still, 
Are  spread  Thy  shelteriag  wiags. 

4  Forever  in  Thy  name  I'll  trust 

And  joyful  pass  along, 
Till  heavens  bright  glories  o'er  me  burst. 
And  its  enraptured  song. 
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1  Eternal  Father,  God  of  love. 

To  Thee  our  hearts  we  raise ; 
Thy  all-sustaining  power  we  prove. 
And  gladly  siug  Thy  praise. 

2  Thine,  wholly  thine,  oh,  let  us  be! 

Our  sacrifice  receive; 
Made  and  preserved,  and  saved  by  Thee, 
To  Thee  ourselves  we  give. 

3  Come,  Holy  Ghost!  the  Saviour's  love 

Shed  in  our  hearts  abroad ; 

So  shall  we  ever  live  and  move. 

And  be  with  Christ,  in  God. 

1  See  the  kind  Shepherd,  Jesus,  stands. 

And  calls  His  sheep  by  name;

From  all  pollution  free ; 
The  pure  in  heart  are  Thy  delight. 
And  they  Thy  face  shall  see. 
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1  Behold,  the  mountain  of  the  Lord 
In  latter  days  shall  rise 
Ou  mountain  tops  above  the  hills. 
And  draw  the  woadering  eyes. 


2  To  this  the  joyful  nations  round. 

All  tribes  and  tongues,  shall  flow; 
"  Up  to  the  hill  of  God,"  they'll  say, 
"  And  to  His  house,  we'll  go." 

3  The  beam  that  shines  from  Zion's  hill 

Shall  lighten  every  land;

And  shed  abroad  in  every  heart 
Thine  everlasting  peace. 
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2  A  cloud  of  witnesses  around 

Hold  thee  in  full  survey; 
Forget  the  steps  already  trod, 
^       A^d  onward  urge  thy  way. 

3  '  Tis  God's  all-animating  voice   « 

That  calls  thee  from  on  high ; 
'  Tis  His  own  hand  presents  the  prize 
To  thine  aspiring  eye. 

4  That  prize,  with  peerless  glories  bright. 

Which  shall  new  lustre  boast, 
When  victors'  wreaths  and  monarchs'  gems 
Shall  blend  in  common  dust. 

5  Blest  Saviour,  introduced  by  Thee, 

Have  I  my  race  begun ; 
And  crowned  with  victory,  at  Thy  feet 
I'll  lay  my  honors  down. 
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1  OtJR  pilgrim  brethren  dwelling  far, 

O  God  of  truth  and  love, 
Light  Thou  their  path  with  Thine  own  Star, 
Bright  beaming  from  above.
